car strike question to a committee of 
seven, submitted by a citizens' com- 
mittee, was turned down by the Col- 
umbus Railway and Light Company 
last night and today the union men 
are firm ir. their determination not 
to consider a substitute 
proposition 


which the company offered, embody- 
ing the terms of the old agreement 
found to be have been violated by 
the state board cf arbitration, ex- 
cept for a few additional provisions. 


The citizens' peace committee ap- 


pointed by President Pretzman of the 
Chamber of Coni:r.erct-, after a con- 
ference lasting over t\vo days, went 
to the company last evening with the 
proposition for an arbitration beard 
of seven, three to be selected by the 
company and three by the company's 
employes, they to select the seventh. 
and this commission to settle upon a 
compromise agreement. 


The substitution of the company, 


in which it is agreed in substance to 
take up the old agreement of May 4 
has the additional provision that any 
employe discharged .shall have -the 
risrht of appeal wiihin five days to 
the president of the company 
and 


two 
members 
of the 
company's 


board of directors, their decision to 
be final. It also provided for 
an 


open road and thar union men should 
not discriminate nor ostracise non- 
union men. The company agreed to 
take back all cf The men new 
on 


strike and those fou-nd by the state 
board of arbitration to 
have 
been 


unjustly discharged. 
The open road 


proposal is the rock upon which the 
ship cf i>eace is blocked.
